is nothing else than the turning state's 
evidence of one of the tools of the oon- 
spirat^ and a revelation by him of all he 
knows of the plot, and the surrender to 
the pubUc of the names of the principals 
and instigators of the crime, so far as he 
knows or has reason to suspect. 


It is said that this man can not be 
held as more than an accessory after the 
fact, as his knowledge of the diabolical 
intents of the men for whom he, as he 
thought, did common-place and appar- 
ently innocent favors, di^ not come to 
him 
until he learned 
of Gronin's 


death through the newspapers and the 
manner of the assassination. 
Then, 


fear of the penitentiaiy, or the gallows, 
sealed his lips. Then, too, he was seen 
by certain persons, supposed to have 
been the chief conspirators, and assured 
not only of their innocence, but of 
ample protection for himself, and arf a 
consequence he has kept silent. 


The discovery of the man Burke has 
unnerved the man, and he is about 
ready to talk. It is claimed that he 
knows all about the renting of the Garl- 
son cottage; knew the man who lured 
Dr. Gronin to his death; knew of the 
O'Sullivan contract, and other details. 
It is said that men who rented the Garl- 
son cottage were made known to him as 
persons on a mission—^at least, nothing 
so foul as the assassination of Dr. Gro- 
nin—and that he had no idea that Dr. 
Gronin was the victim aimed at. 


His confession, the authorities think, 
is a matter of a short time. Up to this 
time he has been hesitating and protest- 
ing his ignorance of any details of the 
crime, but as the circumstances pointing 
to his guilty knowledge crowd together 
day after day, he is becoming worried, 
and the end is not far. No hint of his 
identity can be given at this time.

PHTTIAI>KT.PHIA, Pa., June 
17.—The 
people of the state of Pennqrlvania are 
voting to-day on the qnesticm of incor- 
porating an amendment prohibiting the 
manufacture or 'sale of intozioating 
liquors in the state constitution. From 
a careful diagnosis of the situation it is 
believed that the proposed amendment 
will be defeated by a majority of not less 
than 20,000. 


Probably no political campaign in the 
state has been more vigorously con- 
ducted than has that of the advocates of 
temperance. 
Nightly meetings have 
been held in • every county, running up 
into thousands, and eloquent speakers 
have been brought from far and near to 
impress upon the people the advantages 
of total prohibition. 
The liquor inter- 
ests has been equally active, and be- 
tween 
the two parties a good many 
large sums of money have been spent. 


The campaign has had the active aid 
of Postmaster (General Wannamaker, 
who has worked vigorously on the side 
of prohibition, and the cause of the 
latter has also been championed by tens 
of thousands of the gentler sex. An 
amendment abolishing the 
poll tax 
qualification for voters, will also be 
voted upon to-day. 


At most of the polls in this city there 
were few or no people outside those ac- 
tually engaged in receiving the votes, 
and tiie ballots were coming in slowly. 
The prohibitionists had arranged for a 
very lively day. A novelty in many 
wañls was the presence of women who 
took'a fairly active part. 


The ladies were treated with the 
greatest respect by the men at the polls. 
In some instances the "antis" assisted 
the ladies in tacking^up their posters. 
At some of the headquarters of the W. 
Gv T. U. defeat is admitted. 


WHiKESBABBB, June 18.—^A light vote 
is being polled in this section of the 
state. The liquor men are experiencing 
great difficulty in getting their friends to 
the polls. The prohibitionists, contrary 
to all expectations, will poll a lai^ vote. 


WASHINGTON, Pa.. June 18.—County 
Ghairmau James H. Sayor has just re- 
ceived a telegram from Taylorsville, 
stating that all the 
tickets for the 
amendment were stolen about 4 o'clock 
this morning. 
Telegrams from Finley- 
ville and California, also received, state 
that no tickets have reached them. 
Great excitement prevails. 


SOBANTON, Pa., June 18.—The day 
opened clear and warm. 
A heavy vote 
is being polled. The prohibitionists 
daim that they will carry the county by 
fifteen hundred majority. The central 
wards are polling heavily against the 
amendment, while the outside wards 
and country districts are voting solidly 
for it. 


AMHJONA, Pa., June 18.—Up to noon 
an average vote has been cast and 
indications aré that the entire vote of 
the city will be turned in. The proba- 
bilities are that the vote of the oity will 
be in favor of the liquor eleinent. The 
county will give a large majority for the 
amendment.
